Again on 22-10-1974 
the management at me mvesiigalion of the Security Officer 
issued a charge sheet An enquiry was conducted and the 
Manager wrongfully inflicted the punishment of (1) suspen- 
sion tor 2 days (2) the extension of probation for a further 
period of three months and (3) the transfer of the workman 
to Scctharampuram Mines.

He was due for confirmation on 
1 - 2 - 1915 . But on 20-2-1975 he was asked to appear before 
the Company's Medical Oflicer for a check up and he was 
declared to be fit by the Medical Oflicer verbally. But the 
management in connivance with the Security Officer Wadood 
issued a notice on 20-3-1975 terminating hig services as a 
Watchman on medical grounds. The claimant who worked 
as Army moitar driver from 1960 to 1973 was found medi- 
cally fit even by the Army Medical Board. Subsequently he 
was found fit by the Medical Officers of the Madukkarai 
Cement Works, and the respondent-management while the 
claimant entered the service of the respondent-management. 
The claimant feels that the medical certificate now obtained 
by the management was fraudulently done at the instance 
of the Security Officer. Thus the order of termination is 
illegal and opposed to natural justice. Hence it is prayed 
that the order of termination may be set aside and the 
claimant may be reinstated with back wages.

AWARD 

The Government of India in its order dated 20-8-1976 
referred the dispute between the workman Sri P. V. Unni 
Khtmnan and the management of Sitarampur Limestone Mines 
of Kistna Cement Works of Associated Cement Company 
Limited, of Piduguralla with the following issues ; — 


3. It is true that the probation of the claimant was extended 
for a period of three months twice, as his work was not 
satisfactory. He was also warned once and suspended on 
another occasion. When the claimant was absenting himself 
often and was frequently visiting the dispensary, he was 
directed by the Agent of the Mines to appear before the 
company’s Medical Officer for a check up. He was examined 
on 2(L2-1975 by the Medical Officer and he submitted his 
report, which indicated that the workman was suffering from 
chronic disease of the skin which would prevent him from 
wearing socks and shoes, which are absolutely necessary for 
a Watchman. The report also indicated that the workman’s 
right upper limb was operated earlier for dislocation, which 
prevents him from lifting heavy weights and engage himself 
in fire fighting, which he is expected to do. Hence his 
services were terminated. The management has the right to 
termlnflitc the Rcrviccs of an employee as per the contract 
of service. The allegation that the Security C^cer was 
responsible for his discharge is not correct. The allegation 
in the claimant statement that the workman was declared 
medically fit by the Medical Officer on 20-2-1975 is also 
denied. Hence there is no case for Interfering with the order 
of the management and the dispute may be dismissed. 

4 Even before any evidence was let in, tn this dispute 
the claimant filed a memo in the 'court stating that he has 
no disriute with the respondent-management and that this 
court may pass a no dispute award. Hence in view of the 
memo filed bv the workman, n no dispute award is passed 
and the reference is answered accordingly. 


"Whether the action of the management of Kislna

Limited, in terminating the services of Shri P. V.

Srcckantan Nair, M.P, President of the Union and of Thiru 
M, Ramachandran, for Mcnon and Mcnon, Advocates for 
the Management and this dispute having stood over till this 
day for consideration this Tribunal made the follov^^irg 
Award ; — 

AWARD 

This is an Industrial Dispute between the workmen and 
the Management of Kerala Minerals and Metals Limited, 
uilon and their workmen in respect of promotion of ore 
hankappnn Pillai, This reference ha^ been made by the 
Government of India in its order No. L-2901 1 /33 /75-D.O. 
IIl.B, dated 9'7-1975 of the Ministry of Labour, The issue 
is aa follows : 

Whether the management of Kerala Minerals and Metals 
limited was justified in removing with effect from 
14th April, 1973 Shri Thankappan Pillai, Electri- 
cian from the adldtional charge of the duties of 
Mechanical Forman? If not, whether Shri Than- 
kappan Pillai is eligible for confirmation to the 
post of Mechanical Foreman or is he entitled to 
any other benefit and from what date? 

2, The Travancore Minerals Workers Union, Quilon has 
filed a claim statement as follows : Thiru Thankappan Pillai 
was working as Electrician in the Management Company 
which was then known as F.X.P. Minerals from 1958 to 
1967. The Government of Kerala had taken over this con- 
cern and its is now incorporated as a Company under the 
name of Kerala Minerals and Metals Limited, Quilon. On 
14-4-1967, the Goveinmcnt of Kerala, namely the manage- 
ment, put Thankappan in additional charge as Mechanical 
Foreman in a leave vacancy. There was some controversy 
with reference to the date of entry of Thankappan into 
service and the latter was claiming that he entered service 
in 1938 and therefore senior to the then incumbent. Than- 
kappan was working as Mechanical Foreman from 20-4-1967 
to 14-4-1973 when he was reverted to the post of Electri- 
cian, This reversion is unjustified and Thankappan should 
be reinstated as Mechanical Foreman with effect from 
14-4-1973 with back wages. 

3. The Management has filed a counter statement as 
follows. It is true that the Government of Kerala took 
over the Company from F.X.P. Minerals and was running 
it as a Departmental unit of the Government till the for- 
mation of the new Company with effect from 1-4-1972, 
During the period of direct Management by the State Go- 
vernment, all appointments and promotions were made under 
the orders of the Government. In 1965, a vacancy arose 
for the post of Mechanical Foreman and two candidates 
Thankappan and Albert made claim to that post. The Go- 
vernment ordered the appointment of Albert, as he was 
the seniormost technical hand. Lalei , the said Albert went 
on leave and the Government issued orders posting Thanka- 
ppan in additional charge in the leave vacancy of Albert as 
a provisional arrangement. It was made clear in that order 
that it was only ri provisional arrangement and that it will 
not entitle Thankappan to any preferential claim at the time 
of filling the permanent vacancy. Another claimant, one 


I'appoo, was aggrieved by the provisional order appointing 
IhanKappan in additional charge and ihc said Fappoo nlert 
a Writ Edition in the High Loua of JCcrala. which 
missed the application stuimg that the posting of Ihanka^ 
ppan was Only provisional and that it was not a substantive 
appointment. Meanwhile, there was agitation and strike by 
the workers of the Company m 1968 demanding revision of 
scales of pay, etc. I he Government of Kerala appointed a 
Committee lo go into that question in detail m consultation 
with all the Trade unions. The Committee submitted a de- 
tailed report and the Government in its turn had discussions 
Oil the recommendations of the Committee and entered into 
a long term agreement dated 19-1-1970 with the employees. 
The Agreement was comprehensive providing for recruitment 
and promotion for employees then in service of the Com* 
pany. The Government also framed special rules for pro- 
motion and appointment in the Company with the consent 
of all parties. 

4. Ihc claims ot lhankappau and Pappoo for the post of 
Mechanical Jroieman were also icicrrcd to the above commi- 
tiec toi consiueraiion. Ihe Committee found that both the 
canaiaates do not posses the requisite quaiilicaLion, since 
ihanKuppan has passed only 5 th Class with a Wiremens 
ccrtincdie and Wircmcn’s Permit, and the other candidate 
l^apoo was just a literate, Ihe Committee recommended 
that the post should be filled up by direct recruitment of a 
qualified person. This report was discussed in detail at 
ihc Conference of the representatives of all the Unions and 
the Government issued Imal orders on 11-3-1970 directing 
the General Manager to lake steps to recruit a fresh quaJi- 
licd person to the post ot Mechanical Foreman and '^conse- 
quently the provisional arrangement putting Thankappan m 
additional charges was cancelled, Ihc Union, in which 
Thankappan was a member, was also present at that meeting 
and they have also agreed to it, 'Ihcrcforc, it is not open 
to the Union to re-aguatc that matter. Fuither, Thankappan 
filed a Writ Petition before the High Court of |Kerala 
challenging the order of the Government and obtained an 
interim stay, by virtue of which ho continued to hold addi- 
tional charge of that post till 11-4-1973 when the Writ 
Petition was dismissed. Thereafter, the Company recruited 
a qualified person one Baby Kutty as Mechanical Foreman, 
but the latter has left the Job and taken his appointment 
abroad. Therefore, the Management addressed the Kerala 
Public Service Commission to select and recommend a suit- 
able candidate for the i>ost of Mechanical Foreman and the 
Service Commission has submitted the name of the can- 
didate. Meanwhile, this dispute has been referred to this 
Tribunal and therefore no orders of appointment have been 
passed. The allegations of bad faith, victimisation etc., put 
forward by the Union are all totally false and self-sciwing. 
The Petitioner Thankappan is only an Electrician of the Com- 
pany and he has not the prescribed qualifications for the 
post of Mechanical Foreman, Further, there are seniors 
above Thankappan and therefore appointing him as Mechani- 
cal Foreman is out of question. The Management finally 
stated in its counter that the reference itself is illegal, be- 
cause this question has been settled by the Agreement dated 
19- LI 970 which is still in force. Therefore, the claim has 
to be dismissed with costa, 

5. The Union is represented by its President Thiru N, 
Sreekantan Nair, M,P., while the Management Is represented 
by learned counsel Thiru M. Ramachandran. Learned coun- 
sel for the Management contended at the outset that the 
reference itself is incompetent in as much as the very same 
issue has been the subject matter of the comprehensive Settle- 
ment between the parties Ex. W-10 dated 19-1-1970. Learned 
counsel pointed out from Ex. W-10 that all the Employees 
Union, seven in number, had a detailed and prolonged dis- 
cussion with the Management, namely the Government of 
Kerala in the presence of the Secretary and Deputy Sec- 
retary lo Government, Industries Department. Ex. W-10 is 
the printed booklet of the Conciliation Setdement and it is 
noticed therefrom that the question of appointment and pro- 
motion to the post of Mechanical Foreman was also consi- 
dered. The Settlement dealing with '‘appointments” to the 
various classes and categories arc mentioned at page 47 
in Ex. M-10 ('which is the same as Ex. WHO). It is clearly 
stated therein that the post of Mechanical Foreman fnow in 
question! should be either by promotion from Class 111 of 
category fD or by direct recruitment. At page 53 of the 
Settlement Ex. M-10, the qualifications for the Mechanical 
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Foreman are prescribed. In reject of promotion, it says 
that the promotcc must hold a Diploma in Mechanical En- 
gineering or an E.SX.C, with Trade Tc«l Certificate. For 
direct recruitment, the Settlement ^aya that the appointee 
should have a Diploma in Mechanical Engineering with 
three years experience in a responsible position in a manu- 
facturing concern. 

6. Learned counsel for the Management urges that the 
worker in question Thankappan has studied only upto V 
Class with a Wireman’s Permit and with a Wiremen’s Certi- 
flcatc. It is conceded by the Union Itself that the candidate 
docs not possess the prescribed qualification for that post, It 
therefore follows that Thankappan is not eligible for pro- 
motion lo the post of Mechanical Foreman for want of 

rescribed qualifications, further, Thankappan was a mem- 

er of Kerala Minerals Employees’ Association at the time 
of Agreement in 1970 and Ex. M-10 shows that the said 
Association was a party to the Settlement. Therefore, the 
Union as well as its members, of whom Thankappan is one, 
are bound by the Settlement. He cannot now turn round 
and contend that by the virtue of his long experience he 
should be promoted as a Mechanical Foreman. This is 
contrary to the spedfic terms of the Agreement to which all 
the Unions were parties. Of course, Thankappan has con- 
veniently resigned from that Union about two or three 
years ago and joined another Union, but that will not help 
him at all. The result is the dispute has been once for all 
settled by virtue of the Settlement Ex. M-10 and therefore 
tins reference itself is incompetent and not maintainable. 

7. In this connection, it may also be noticed from Ex. M-9 
that the Rajkumar Committee had considered the demands 
of Thankappan for the post of Mechanical Foreman and the 
Committee has discussed all the aspects in detail in the pre- 
sence of seven Labour Unions and the Management with the 
Deputy Secretary of Industries, Government of Kerala as the 
President. Claase (2) of Ex. M-9 deals with the appointment 
of Mechanical Foreman and it clearly reads that the recom- 
mendation of the Committee to recruit afresh a qualified 
person to the post of Mechanical Foreman was agreed to by 
all parties. As stated ap'eady, the Union which represented 
Thankappan also participated in that meeting and was a 
simatoiy to the same. It may also be added that the Com- 
mittee framed special rules prescribing qualifications for the 
posts of the various categories and the Government approved 
the same by its G.O. Fx, M-11 dated 19-L1970. The result 
is all the issues including the claim of Thankappan were 
settled under Ex. M-10 and there cannot be a further dispute 
in respect of the matter already settled by consent of all 
parties. Therefore, the reference itself is not valid and the 
claim of the Union has to be and is rejected. 


8. Even on merits, the Union has no case. Admittedly, 
Thankappan does not possess the prescribed qualification for 
promotion and his educational qualification is only Vth Class, 
though by his long experience he has managed to acquire a 
Wiremen’s Permit and Wiremen’s Certificate. The main con- 
tention of the Union is that he was allow'cd to be in addi- 
tional charge of that post for quite some time and therefore 
he may be promoted and appointed as a full member of that 
post. There is no substance In this argument after the 
Settlement under Hx. M-10 prescribing qualifications in the 
post of Mechanical Foreman, Just bwausc Thankappan was 
in additional charge of that post for some time, he cannot 
claim any right to that post and this has been made dear 
even when he was provisionally posted in additional charge. 
Fx. M-3 is the order of Government of Kerala dated 7-12-67 
putting Thankappan in additional charge of the duties 
of the Workshop Foreman in the leave vacancy of one Albert 
as a provisional arrangement. TTiis Government Order fur- 
ther adds “that this arrangement will not entitle Thankanpan 
to any provisional claim when the permanent vacancy of the 
post of Workshop Foreman is filled up”. It is therefore clear 
that it was only a provisional arrangement and it will not 
help Thankappan. 

9. this posting of Thankappan in additional charge 
provisionally has been confirmed bv the High Court of Kerala 
in the two Writ Petitions. Ex. M-8 is the Judgment of Kerala 
High Court in O.P. No. 5218 of 1967 holding that the 
appointment of Thankappan was only provisional. Ex. M-13 
is the Judgement in O.P. No, 1375 of 1970 of Kerala High 


Court dated 8*2-1972, in which Thankappan himself was the 
Petitioner challenging appoinment of one Albert. The HJ^ 
Court dismissed the petition observing that “it is clear muh 
conception on his (Pctitoncr’s) part, since he has not been 
promoted to that post. He was asked to take charge only 
as a provisional arrangement. It is made clear in Ex. P-1 
itself that the arrangement would not entitle him to any pre- 
ferential claims when the vacancy is filled up.” It would 
appear from the Judgement that the Petitioner challe^ed the 
order and contended that the fixation of qualifications for 
that post was ultra vires of the Govei nment. This argu- 
ment too was rejected as untenable in as much as the Gov- 
ernment of Kerala itself had taken over the Management. It 
would also appear that Thankappan obtained an interim 
stay from the High Court, which perhaps enabled him to 
hold on to that p^st in additional charge, But this will not 
at all help him in his claim to be appointed to that post 
under the rules. 

10. It was then argued on behalf of the Union that some 
others have been appointed to some posts without prior 
qualifications, but that is all beside the point. After the com- 
prehensive long term settlement in Ex, M-10 on 19-1-1970, 
all promotions and appointments arc governed by the Settle- 
ment. An attempt was also made on behalf of the Union 
contending that Thankappan entered into service earlier to 
one Albert who was appointed as Mechanical Foreman and 
that the dale of entry ot Thankappan service in the registers 
is wrong. II is too late in the day to question the date of 
entry of service and in any event it is not relevant to this 
dispute. On the other hand, the Settlement Ex, M-10, which 
came ino existence at the instance of the Government after 
prolonged discussions with all the Unions, clearly states in 
Annexure VI that the date of entry into service of Thankapj^n 
was 10-7-1946, This has not been challenged by the Union 
which represented Thankappan at the time of the Settlement. 
Therefore, Thankappan is far junior to many others and he 
is also not qualified for the post of Mechanic^ Foreman. His 
claim is that he entered service in 1938 as against the entry 
of 1941 in his Service Book was never substantiated before 
any forum and therefore his entry into service is irrelevant for 
this dispute. The result of my discussion is that both on the 
question of law and on merits the Union has no case to 
support the claim of the workman for promotion. Conse- 
quently, the claim is rejected and an Award Is passed in 
these terms with costs. Advocate’s Fee Rs. 200/-.

AWARD 

By Order No. T.-1 2012/1 52/75/DII/A, dated the 28th 
February, 1976, the Government of India, Ministry of 
Labour, referred an industrial dispute existing between the 
managaement of the Punjab National Bank and its alleged 
employee for adjudication. The lefeiencc reads : 

“Whether the action of the management of the Punjab 
National Honk is justified in terminating the services 
of Shri Ciolam Dastagir, Driver of the said Bank 


with ellect from the 27th May, 1975 ? If not, to 
what relief is the said workman entitled ?“ 

2. The case of the workman Sri Golam Dastagir was that 
he had in the service of the Punjab National Bank. Cal- 
cutta, for more than two and half years as a driver of the 
Jeep WMA 9264 drawing a monthly salary ot Rs. 200; that 
on 27*5-75 he went on 20 days’ leave on receipt of a tele- 
gram that his wife was seriously ill; that after availing 
of the leave he reported for duty on 16th June, 1975 but 
he was denied the job which he was doing cvcrsincc he 
joined the service. The workman was reported to have 
sent a notice, Ext, W-3 dated 23-6-75 demanding the Bank 
for restoration of his job but the bank did not take any 
step. There was an attempt at conciliation but duo to the 
nourCooperaLion of the bank the conciliation failed with the 
result the reference has been made to this Tribunal. 

3. The Bank denied the allegation of the workman. Ihcy 
stated that the workman concerned has never been in the 
employment of the bank. On the other hand, he was said 
to DC employed by one Sri K, P. Sharma who was the Area 
Manager of the Bank and that he was employed by him as 
his private driver to drive the Bank's jeep. They denied that 
the workman was ever appointed by them as their driver. 
However, they admitted that a sum of Rs. 200/- was being 
paid to Sri K. P. Sharma as salary to be paid to his driver 
every month on the basis of a circular letter dated 10-3-73. 
On these grounds they state that the workman is not entitled 
to any relief. 

4. Ihe question for consideration is whether the workman 
Sii Golanx Dastagir was an employee of the bank or that 
he was an employee of Sri |K. P. Sharma, Area Manager 
of the Bank, in support of the workman’s case the workman 
himself was examined as WW-1 and Sri K. P. Sharma was 
exomained ns MW-1. It is nobody’s case that any letter of 
appointment was given to the workman when he entered 
the service as a driver. The fact that the jeep in question 
was owned and maintained by the Bank had not been dis- 
puted. The Bank had to meet the day to day tunning cost 
of the jeep as well as repairs and all other connected expenses 
on account of tJie running of the jeep. Once the driver was 
fined for violating the traffic rules and the fine was alleged to 
be paid by the Bonk. That is the evidence of WW-1 and 
that evidence has not been controverted. Ext. W-1 is the 
fine receipt dated 12-7-73, Exts. W-2 series arc the petrol 
bills and repair chaigc bills in respect of the jeep in question. 
Payment on those receipts had been made by the Bank. 

5. There is evidence that Sri K. P. Sharma was paid a 
sum of Rs, 200/- per mensem by cheque at the instance of 
The bank and that Sri Sharma endorsed the same cheque 
to Sri Dastagir towards his monthly salary. He used to en- 
cash the cheque at the bank counter and receive his salary 
every month. It is also relevant in this regard to refer to 
the evidence of Shri Sharma himself. He said even in his 
examination-inn^hief, “As per Bank perquisite the Bank was 
to provide me with a driver but as the bank could not pro- 
vide as such T had engaged a driver personally as per my 

own choice " This statement of MW*1 was an indication 

that bank was obliged to gi\'e Sri Sharma a driver. If 
that be so, the bank alone could have employed Sri Dastagir 
as the driver of the jeep. The evidence of W\V-1 is that 
he was introduced to the General Manager and that he w'as 
appointed as the driver of the jeep at his instance. It is also 
in evidence that Sri Dastagir was employed as the driver 
of the General Manager for sometime before he went on 
leave. The payment of salary through cheque directly to 
Shri Sharma and he in his turn to the driver every month 
was an indication that the bank had been paying the salary 
of the workman as its employee. The jeep had been in use 
for the purpose of the bonk. It had to visit all the branch 
offices of the bank in the States of West Bengal, Orissa and 
Assam. A log Iwok was maintained as to the number of 
trips which the jeep had taken in the course of its use but 
that log book was not produced by the management. 3VW-1 
stated that if that log book was produced It would indicate that 
the jeep was beng used not only by Sri K. P. Sharma but also 
by other ofllccrs of the bank as and when required. The 
driver had also sent Ext. W-3 notice to the bank but they 
never cared to send a reply to this notice. The evidence of 
WW-1 togethtr with other circumstances in the case make.? 
it abundantly clear that Sri Dastagir was employed at the 
bank, that he was sent away from service after his return 
from lenve. Exr. W-3 indicated that he had been on leave 
from 27lh May, 1975 to 16lh June, 1975. 
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MW-1 did not dispute the fact that he went on leave The 
tormmation of service of WW 1 in the circiimstarces of the 
case was unjustified On an analysis of the eMdence in the 
case and other circumstances, 1 am of opinion that it has 
been established beyond dispute that Sn Dastagir was cm 
ployed by the bank and that he had beer a bank employee 
as Its accredited driver of the jeep referred to above 

6 An attempt was made hovsever to show that there 
was a gcneiat ciicular iiviiig the lemureiation to be paid 
to Shn K P Shairaa towards meeting the cost of driver s 
allowance That circulai is said to be M 1, but no at 
tempt was made to produce the original of E\t M-I or ro 
prove the authcnUcity of the recital made m it In the 
ibsence of valid evidence the authenticity in words of 
mouth by MW-1 that allowance was based upon a circular 
could not be accepted The fact that the drivci had been 
paid his salaiy by a cheque through MW-1 was a clu ch 
in^ ciicumstancc to show that the bank was paying ihe 
dnvci’s salary every month and that he had been tieated 
th«<r driver The conclusion is thciefore that Sn Dastagir 
IS a driver-employee of the Bank and he shall be treated m 
future as such with regard to hrs remuneration and olhei 
amenities 

7 It has to be held that the woikman corcerned will 
draw salary at the rate of Rs 200 per month from 17tb 
June, 197 S uplo the date of his re-employment towards 
back wages and thereafter the pay and other remuneration 
due to the workman shall be fixed by the bank in accord- 
ance With the bank rules 

8 In the result the reference is answered in favour of 
the workman Sn Crolam Dasagir holding that the manage^ 
ment of Punjab National Bank is not Justified in terminating 
the services of Shu Golam Dastagir He shall be reinstated 
as a driver of the jeep which is still under the control and 
managernent of the bank He shall be paid the back wages 
at the rate of Rs 200/- per month with effect from 17th

caasc temu anted his service. s It was pleaded that the ter- 
mination of the services of the workman was illegal and 
unjustified It was, therefore, pra>ed that he be rc-instated 
with full back wages and continLiit> of service 

3 The respondent admitted that the applicant was appom- 
ted on a probation of six months It was stated that since 
the work and conduct of the workman during the prol^- 
tionaiy period had not been found satisfactory, his services 
were tcrminaW with Immediate effect by its lottei dated 
18 4 73 He was even, offered one months salary in lieu 
of notice It was pleaded that the action of the management 
was legal and justified It was theieforc, prayed that the 
workman was not entitled lo any relief 

4 The workman filed a rejomdei and rc-iterated his 
claim 

5 On these pleadings Ihc followmg issue was framed — 

ISSIE 

1 As m the term of reference 

6 In oral evidence the managoment examined Shri S R 
Bajpui — MWl — agent Bank ot Baroda In rebuttal the work- 
man Shri Narcndia Singh exammed himself as WWl 

7 Arguments were, then, heard 
ISSITE No : 1 

8 The case set up by the workman, herein, was that his 
services weie terminated by the management abruplly and 
without any cause when he had almost completed the period 
of his probation 

9 The management put-forth a defence that the work and 
conduct of the woikman, herein, was not found satisfactory 
daring the period of probation , therefore, his services were 
terminated In addition, Shn R C Bhatnagar appearing for 
the management contended that it was entire^ for the manage- 
ment to satisfy itself about the satisfactoryness of the work- 
man s services, work *ind conduct , iind any action taken by 
the woikman on the basis of such satisfaction could not bo 
questioned by anyone else 

10 The first question, iheiefore, is whether the right of 
the munagemenl to terminate the services of its workman was 
absolute and could not be challenged at all 

11 On consideiation, I am of the opinion that the dictum 
of the Hon’bic Supreme Court of India m L Michael & Anr. 
Vs M/s Johnson Pumps ltd answen» ihc contention well en- 
ough It was held therein that, 

“1 he Tribunal has the power and, indeed, the duty to 
X lay the order and discover its true nature, if the 
object and effect, if the attendant ciicumsLanccs and 
the ulterior purpose be to dismiss the employee be- 
cause he IS an evd to be eliminated But if the man- 
agement, to cover up the inability to establish by an 
enquiry, illegitimately but ingeniously passes an inno- 
cent looking order of termination simplicPei such 
action is bad and is liable to be set aside ” ( ) 

12 In Murugan Mills case fl96S 2 SCR 148) It was also 
held, 

“The right of the employer to terminate the servicca of 
his workman under a standing order like cl 17(a) 
m the present case, which amounts to a claim to 
‘hire and fire' an employee as the employer pleases 
and linis completely negatives security of service 
which has been secured to industrial employcca 
through industnal adjudication came up for ton side*- 
ration before the Labour Appellate TnbunjI in 
Buckingham & Carnatic Co I td v Workens of the 
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Company (1952 LAC. 490) I he matter then 
coJiic up btiure ihib ( ourt aJiio jn Lhurcerwd hank 
V Lharieicd Hank i niploytcb Union (1960 3 bCR 
441) and the MLinageiiKOL ot U H Dutt & Co v 
Woikmcn of U li UuU & Co (1962 Supp 2 SCR 
822) wheiem iht view taken by the Labour Appel- 
late Tribunal vv is apfi'^'^ed and il was held that 
even in a easi, like ihe pie^ent the icqiuicmem ot 
bona (ides was t-ssenlhil and il the tcrniin ition of 
'■erMCe was a ooloiu.ibl^ exciciSL of the power or 
as a result of victimisation oi unfaii Tabour practice* 
Ihe Induslnal liibunal would hive ihc juiisdicfion 
to inteiteie and set aside such termination Ihc form 
ot the oidcj in stub a case is nut Londusne and the 
iibiinal can go behind the ordci to find the reasons 
\vhiLh led to the otdci and then conndei foi itself 
whelhei the tcimination was colouiablc exercise of 
untan hiboui practice It it came to the conci'u^icn 
that the leinnnaiu n was a colourable exeic e of the 

power or was a icsull ol victimisation oi unfaii 

laboui piacticc it would have the juiisdiction to in 

teivenc and set aside snch tcimination ’ 

13, Thcie IS a chain of tuithcr rulings, also in which th'' 
contention of the manaqcmcnt has been answei^d It is, ihcrt 
foro, well cstabll^hcd tliat a bcfisf of the emplovei, that the 
services work and conduct of an employee vveic unsalisfac 
tory, coirld not be a mere v\hnri or fancy It should be bona 
fide and leisonable It must icst on ,omc tangdile basK and 
the powei has to be exercised b> the employer objectively in 
good faith which means honrstly with due cure .md priid^^ncc 

14 The second question is whcLhc^ the work and con iurt 

of the emplbyce herein, vvcic unsatisfjctoiy Shu S R 

l?ajpai — IVfWl -agent of the Bank of Baiod i who found the 
work of the employee, herein, unsatisfactoi y gave evidence 
as WMl He said he found the woik of the emplovee nn 
satisfactory He sent repurt^ icgaiding his work to the Re- 
gional Manager Lucknow On" such leporl was Fx lVt/2 aiiJ 
another was F\ M/3 In Fx M/2, the leport was as fol- 
low ^ — 

1. “Thai Mr Narcndra Sinch joined this Bank on 
28 10 72 . nd is sull on piobation which will be 
completed on 2 8 -4-7 

2 That bofine joining this Bank, Mi Singh had worked 

in P N Bank as tcmpoiary for about 1 1/2 years” 

3 Tlial he is locaF man and his fathci has photography 

shop at Pilibhit pi Opel 

4 As for the integrity is concerned, 1 never found any 

thing wiong about him 

^ M for thi woik IS concerned, he is slow worker and 
tried to shiik the work and also a not pnvmg more 
attention towards v ork ralh"r than other activities 
In one or two cases he had done some gross negli 
gence and not attended the work properly ’ 

111 view of the above facts and m the interest of the Bank, 
I am of the opinion that he should not be confirmed in the 
Bank’s service 

15 His leport in Fx M/^ was as follows — 

“Please refer to this office DO T clt^r No D O /12 of 
16th instant and wiitc to advise you that looking 
the incidents and eio'^s negrigencc that Mr Singh did 
in the past, and he always shirks work in the office, 
we aie of opinion that his sei vices should immediiitcly 
be terminated fiom our Bank This action of termi- 
nation IS urgently reouir'd in the interest of the 
Bank and piestigc of tne Bank ’ 

16 Thus the grounds foi siving that the woik and conduct 
of the workman, herein, were uns.itisfaciory, were that (a) he 
was a slow worker and tried to shirk woik, (h) that he did 
not pay more attention to work rather he paid moic attention 
to other activities, fc) that in one oi two cases he had been 
grossly negligent and not attended the work proocilv , and 
(d ) that he being n loc 1 man might create some disturbances 
if he was not confirmed 

17, Now, thcic was nolhmc m the evidence of Shri S R 
Bajpai MW I showing anv instance m which the workman, 
herein was found to have been a slow w'orker No instances 


were given, aiSo, in which he tried to shirk woik oi where he 
Old mil pay attention or more uticnticii oi the icquiied atten- 
tion Kcrciung to the olhei acliviiics iht wancjs said ihat 
what he mcaiu by the expression was that the woikmaii paid 
aticnuun to culUuai and isocml activities and activities pertain- 
ing to local jKisons who used to visit him in the Bank Fiistly, 
theie wa5 no evidence iibout these activities, that tlie woikman 
indulged in them I he workman hanselt s^uj in his siaiemcnl 
WWl thill he look pari in any culluial activities, socinl 

or otlKiwi^c s<„coudiv, th" mcic taking pail in ciiltuial or 
social activities will not be enough to show that the work and 
conduct ot the workman Wiis unsaiistactoiy tu his office It lay 
heavily on the manigcmcfU to show that the social and cultu- 
ral ai^tivitics of the workman interfered with his legitimate 
woik whiv,h he was req Lined U> do lor the management hmee 
thcie IS no su^h evidence there can be no hesitation m holding 
that the management failed lo piovc that the weak and con 
duct ot the woikman, herein, were un atisfacioiy Similaily, 
there were no instances of gioss negligence of the workmnn 
Rathci Shn S R Bajpai-MWl said that what he meant bv 
gross negligence was that certain outsidcis wcic *dlowed by 
the woikman to sit inside the cash cabin 1 tail to undetstand 
as to how merely allot ing outsidcis to sil inside the cash 
cabin would amount to gioss-negligcncc Ihe management 
failed to show that thcie was any lule of conduct in which an 
outHjer could not be allowed lo sil inside the c ish cabin , 
and secondly without something more mciely silting inside 
the cash Ciibin woLild not make it a mis-eonduct of gioss- 
negligence lastly, ihe suspicion of the agent that the work 
man may create some disturbances or gheoro him and create 
iroLiblc foi him Mterall, u was a mere suspicion No inci- 
dents actually h ippi^ncd as admiiLcd by Shn \ ajpai himself 
This suspicion was, therefore, nothing but a caiiionfiogL and 
unfair labour practice It appears as s ate 1 by the woikman 
himself that Shn Bajpai on whose icpoit the tciminaiion took 
place got pJejudiccd for ccitain icasons like the shortage of 
Rs 1 000 and had a heated argument with him Sub equcnllv, 
out of his anger he made the reports Fx M/2 and 1 x M 3 
withpiU there b^mg any giounds foi ihcm The management 
has, then, tried to use the words like iinsatisfaciorv conduct 
and woik without theie being any evidence to prove them As 
alreidy observed ibove, the suspicion of the employer could 
not be a mere whim or a fancy It should be Ixmaflile and 
reasonable Here in this c ise (here is no uinyib^c evidence to 
show that the reports of Shn Bajmi wer^ made obicctivelv in 
good faith, honestly and with dvic care anj prudence The 
management did not even disclose m the Court the gioimds 
for harbouiing the feeling that the conduct and work of (he 
woikman were unsatisfactory Tt was therefore manifest that 
the action of the management was not justified and not even 
bona-fide The issu^ is, accordinglv decided against the manage- 
ment 

18 The results that the workman, her cm is enlilTcd to be 
rc-instatcd with full back waces The management 1*^ accord- 
ingly directed to ie instate the woikman forthwith and pay 
him hi;5 back wages ever since IRth April 1973 at the rate 
he was paid last, and trqat him continuous An award is made 
accoidingly

3 Bases of Inspection — Inspection of PVC Lea fier Cloth 
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shall be carried out with a view to seeing that the consign’ 
ment of P/V/C Leather Cloth intended for export conforms 
to the specifications recognised by the Central Government 
under section 6 of the Act. 

4 . Procedure of Inspection. — U) (a) An exporter intending 
to expoii P/V/C Leather Cloth shall, not less than five days 
before the expected date of shipment, give information in. 
writing of his intention so to do and submit an application 
alon^ with the sample of P/V/C Leather Cloth of the same 
quality and design as is intended to be expoitcd in accordance 
with the specifications stipulated in the export contjact to the 
agency within whose jurisdiction the premi-cs of the manu- 
facturci or the premises wh.“rc the goods arc offered for ins- 
pection are situated in order to enable it to can^ out the 
inspection in accordance with rule 3, 

(b) The application shall also indicate the specifications 
of the sample in respect of — ■ 

(i) the weight of the cloth and coating, 

(ii) the dimensions, width, textuic of piece, quality and 

colour or shade. 

(2) On leccipt of the intimation and application alongwith 
the sample under sub-rule (1) the agency shall inspect the 
consignment of P/V/C Leather Cloth as per the instructions 
issued by the Export Inspection Council from lime to lime 
in accordance with rule 3. 

(3) If after inspection, the agency is satisfied that Ihc 
consignment of P/V/C Leather Cloth conforms to the dec- 
laration relating to the consignment, it shall, within five days 
issue a certificate declaring the consignment as export-worthy. 

Provided that where the agency is not so satisfied it shall 
within the said period of five days refuse to issue such certi- 
ficate and communicalc such refusal to the exporters along 
with reasons therefor. 

5. Place of Inspection.— Every inspection under these rules 
shall be carried out cither — 

(i) at the premises of the manufacturer of the goods, or 

(ii) at the premises at which the goods arc offered by the 

exporter for inspection, provided adequate facilities 
for the purpose exist therein. 

6. Inspection fee. — Subject to a minimum of Rs. 15 and a 
maximum of Rs. 200 for each consignment, a fee at the rate 
of thirty paise for every one hundred rupees of the FOB 
value for each such consignment shall be paid as inspection 
fee under these rules. 

7. Appeal. — (1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of 
the agency to issue a certificate under sub-rule (3) of rule 4, 
may within ten days of the icceipt of th; communication ol 
such refusal by him, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts 
consisting of not less than three but not more than seven 
persons, appointed for the purpose by the Central 
Government. 

(2) At least two-thirds of the total membciship of the panel 
of experts shall consist of non- officials. 

(3) The quorum of the panel shall be three, 

(4) The appeal shall be disposed off within fifteen days of 
Its receipt. 

ANNEXURE-II

Standard Specifications for PVC Leather Clolh 

1. Materials and Manuft^cturc. — (1) Coaling. — la) PVC 
Leather Cloth shall be manufactured coaling uniformly one 
or both sides of the basic fabric suitably plasticized and pig- 
mented polyvinyl chloiide or vinyl cupolymci compound of 
\vhich PVC shall be the major constituent, 

(b) The composition of the coating compound shall be to 
impart the finished product the desired appearance and 


strength. The coating so applied shall foim at least 40 per 
cent of the total coated fabric weight, 

(c) The coaling shall be non-blooming, ficc from pin-hole 
and other mechanical defects. It shall not be tacky and shall 
not have disagreeable odour. 

(2) Basic fabric. — ^The basic fabric used for this purpose 
shall be of good quality, construction and strength. It shall 
be clean and free from weaving or manufacturing defects. 
Fast dyed basic fabrics of the same colour as that of the 
coaling shall be used. 

(3) Appearance.— The material shall conform stiictly to the 
buyers written down specifications or approved samples, in 
icspcci of : 

(i) Colour or shade of die coating or basic fabric ; 

(ii) Design, grain or print of the coating; and 
(ill) Surface finish. 

r4) Dimensions. — Dimensions of PVC leather clolh rolls or 
table cloths shall be as specified by the buyer. A tolerance 
upto dz5 per cent, shall, however, be permitted on the com 
Iractual specifications, in respect of the width of the rolls or 
size of the table cloth. 

2. Weights of PVC coating and Basic fabric per unit 
trea. — (1) PVC Coating. — A tolerance of ihlj per cent chall 
be allowed on the declaied ]"VC coating weight. 

(2) The weight of the basic fabric shall be not less than 
— 5 per cent of the minimum stipulated in the export contract. 

3. Breaking strength. — The breaking strength of the Finish- 
ed Leather Cloth shall be as follows 

(a) Warp direction —5.5 Kg/cm width 

(b) Weft direction — 5.5Kg/cm width 

4. Resistance to Flex Cracking.— The minimum number of 
flexing cycles shall be 20,000. 

5. Colour fastness to Dry and Wet Rubbing.— The degree 
of staining shall be not mo’c than rating 4 of the Geometric 
Grey Scale (Ref. BS : 2663) when PVC leather cloth in sub- 
jected to the lest for colour fastness to dry and wet rubbing 
by using a crockmctcr (as per the procedure prescribed by the 
Export Inspection Council). 

6. Packing, ^ — 'Mode of packing shall be as specified by the 
buyer. T he rolls of PVC feather cloth shall be reinforced with 
cushioning aids such as centro-cores and end discs. The 
packages or bundles contaiiimg the rolls shall be well closed 
and sturdy enough to retain shape and to pioicct the contents 
from environmental hazards. The packetij containing table 
cloths shall be reinforced adequately with caid board etc. 
so as to prevent occurrence of objectionable curls and fold'j 
on storage and before final packing the packets shall be 
covered with waterproof paper or polythene etc,

S*0, 208* — Whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 6 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) 
Act. 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government is of opinion 
that it is necessary or expedient so to do for the development 
of the export trade of India that Cycle Tyres and Cycle Tubes 
should be subject to quality control and inspection prior to 
expojt ; 

And whereas the Central Government has formulated the 
proposals specified below for the said purpose and has for- 
warded the same to the Export Inspection Council, as required 
by sub-rule (2) of rul'e 11 of the Export (Quality Control and 
Inspection) Rules, 1964 ; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the said sub-rule, the Cen- 
tral Government publishes the said proposals for information 
of the public likely to be affected thereby. 

2. Notice is hereby ^iven that any person desiring to for- 
ward any objection or suggestion with respect to the said 
proposals may forward the same within forly^five days of 
the date of publication of this Order in the official Gazette 
to the Export Inspection Council, World Trade Centre, 14/lB, 
Ezra Street, (7th Floor), Calculta-1. 

PROPOSALS 

(1) to notify that cycle tyres and tubes shall be subject 
to quality control and inspection prior to export ; 

(2) to specify the type of quality controf and inspection 
in accordance with the Draft Export of Cycle Tyres and 
Cycle Tubes ((Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1976 
as set out in tnc Annexure to this order as the type of 
inspection which shall be applied to such cycle tyres and 
tubes prior to their expoii; 

(3) to recognise 

(a) the specifications as declared by the exporter to 
be the agreed specifications in the exports contracts 
for Cycle Tyres and Cycle Tubes ; 

(b) the specification for Cycle Tyres and Cycle Tubes 
as per biand name of the product with its charac- 
teristics ; 

(4) to prohibit the export in the course of international 
trade of such c>clc tyres and cycle tubes unless the same 
are accompanied by a certificate of inspection issued by an 
agency recognised by the Central Government under section 
7 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 
1963 (22 of 1963) to the effect that such cvcle tyres and 
cycle tubes conform to be standaid specifications and are 
exportworlhy. 

3. Nothing in this order shall apply to the export by land, 
sea or air, of samples of cycle tyres and cycle tubes to 
prospective buyers. 

4. In this order — 

(1) “Cycle tyres” means lyres to be used for bicycle 
and rickshaws and shall consist of rubberized chord 
fabric casing enefosing two steel bead wire bead 
rings and tread strips of suitably compounded 
rubber. 

(2) “Cycle tube” means rubber tubes meant for bicycle 
and rickshaw and shall consist of natural and/or 
synthetic rubber sxiitably compounded and vulcan- 
ised,

1, Short title and commencement, — (1) These rules may 
be called the Export of Cycle Tyres and Cycle Tubes (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Rules. 1977; 
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(2) They shall come into force on 

2. Definitions — In these rules, unless the context olhcr- 
vvisc requires, — 

(a) “Act"’ means the Export (Quality Control and 
Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963); 

(b) “Agency’* means any one of the agencies, es- 
tablished under section 7 of the Act at Cochin, 
Madras, Calcutta, Bombay and Delhi, 

(c) “Cycle tyres” means tyics to be used for bicycles 
and rickshaws and shall consist of rubberized cord 
fabric casing enclosing two steel bead wire bead 
rings and tread strips of snitabfy compounded 
rubber. 

(d) “Cycle lubes” means rubber tubes meant for bicycles 
and ricLshaw tyics and shall consist of natural or 
synthetic rubber suitably compounded and vul- 
canized. 

(c) “Schedule means the schedule appended to these 
rules, 

3. Quality Control and Inspection— 

(1) The quality control of cycle lyres and cycle tubes 
shall be ensured by the manufacturer by effecting the 
folfowing controls at different stages of manufacture, 
preservation and packing of the product, set out 
below : — 

(i) Pu) chase and rau material control— 

(a) Purchase specifications shall be laid down by 
the manufacturer incorporating the properties 
of raw materials to be used. 

(b) Either the accepted consignments shall be ac- 
conipanied by a supplier's lest and inspection 
certificate corroborating the requirements of th" 
purchase specification in which case occasionaf 
checks shall be conducted at least once in 10 
consignments hy the purchaser for a particular 
supplier to verify the correctness of the afore- 
saicf test or inspection certificates or the purchas- 
ed material shall he regularly tested and inspecN 
cd either in the laboratory within the factory oi 
in an outside laboratory or test house 

(c) The sampling for inspection or test to be carried 
out shall be based on the recorded investigations. 

(d) After the inspection or test is carried out, sys- 
tematic methods shall be adopted in segregating 
the accepted and rejected materials and for 
disposal of the rejected materials. 

(e) Adequate records in respect of the aforesaid 
controls shall be regularly and systematically 

maintained by the manufacturer, 

(U) Process control — 

(a) Detailed process specification shall be laid down 
b> the manufacturer for different processes of 
manufacture. 

(b) Equipment and instrumentation facilities shall 
be adequate to control the pioecsscs as laid 
down in the process specification. 

tc) Adequate records shall be maintained bv the 
manufacturer to ensure the possibifity of veri- 
fying the control exercised during the process of 
manufacture. 

(iii) Product controls— 

(a) The manufacturer shall have either his own 
testing facilities or shall have access to such 
tci>ting facilities existing efsewhcrc to check up 


whether the product conforms to specifications 
recognised under section 6 of the Act. 

(b) Sampling for test and inspection to be carried 
out shall be based on the recorded investigation. 

(C) Adequate records in respect of sampling and 
lest carried out shall be regularl^ and c>ystcmHti- 
cally maintained. 

(d) The minimum levels of control to check the 
products shall be os specified in Schedule T. 

(iv) Preservation control — 

The product shall be well preserved both during 
the storage and the transit. 

fv) Packing coutrol— 

Packing specifications shall be laid dowm with a 
view to satisfying controls mentioned in Sche- 
dule IT for packing of the products. 

(2) The inspection of cycle tyres and cycle tiibes intended 
for exports shall be carried out with a view to 
ensuring that the quality control in accordance with 
sub-rule (1) has been exercised at the relevant levels 
satisfactorily and the cycle tyres and cycle tubes 
conform lo the specifications recognised for the 
purpose. 

4. Procedure of Inspection — 


(1) An exported intending to export cycle tyres and 
cycle tubes shall inform his intention to do so in 
writing to the nearest office of the Council, On 
leceipt of such information, the manufacturing units 
shall be first visited by the officers of Council and 
on their recommendation, the visit of the panel of 
experts constituted by the Council for this purpose 

shall be arranged to adjudge the adequacy of 
in process quality control system as prescribed in 
Schedule 1 and II or otherwise adopted by the 
unit. On recommendation of the panel of cxpcits, 
the unit shall be declared ns having adequate in- 
process quality control drills, 

The manufacturing unit shall provide all facilities to the 
officers of the Council and the members of the 
panel of experts for this purpose, 

(2) The exporter intending to export a consignment of 
cycle tyres and cycle tubes shall give intimation in 
writing of his intention to do so to the agency and 
submit along with such intimation, a .declaration to the 
effect that the consignment of cycle tyres and cycle 
tubes has been or is being manufactured by exercis- 
ing quality control measures laid down in rule 3 
and that the consignment conforms to the require- 
ments of the specifications recognised for the pur- 
pose, 

(3) On receipt of the Intimation and declaration under 
snb-nilo (2), the agency, after satisfying itself that 
during the process of manufacture adequate quality 
control, as provided in rule 3, has been exercised 
by the units duly, shall carry out the inspection of 
consignment in accordance with the instructions 
issued by the Council from time to ime. 

(4) The exporter shall also furnish lo the agency the 
identification marks nnplied qu the consij'^nment. 

(5) Every intimation and declaration under sub-rule (2) 
shall reach the officr of the agency not less than 
seven days prior to the despatch of the consignment 
from the manufacturer's premises. 

(6) If the agency is satisfied that the ennsir^nment of 
cycle tyres and cycle tubes to be exported complies 
with the requirements of sub-rule (3) it vhall within 
seven davs of receint of intimation and declaration 
under sub-rule (2) issue a certiflcnle to the exporter 
declaring the consignment as export worthy. 
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Provided that where the agency is not so satisfied, it 
shall, within the said period of seven days refuse to 
issue such certificate and communicate such refusal 
along with the reasons therefor. 

(7) The units having adequate in-process quality control 
drill shall be thereafter visited by the officers of the 
Council at a regular interval to adjudge the adequacy 
of in-proccss quality control system adopted by 
them* If any manufacturing unit is found not ado- 
pting the required quality control measures at any 
stage of manufacture, on the recommendations of 
the Council officer, the unit shall be declared not 
having adequate in-proccss quality control drills. In 
that case, the unit shall again apply afresh so that 
panel of experts visits shall be arranged accordingly. 

5. Inspection fee — Subject to a minimum of rupees twenty 
for each consignment a fee at the rate of thirty paise for 
every hundred rupees of f.o.b. value of each such consign- 
ment, shall be paid by the exporter to the agency as ‘Inspec- 
tion fee’ under these rules, 

6. Appeal — (1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of 
the agency to issue a certificate under sub-rule (6) of rule 
4 may, within ten days of the receipt of the communication 
of such refusal by him, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts 
consisting of not less than three but not more than seven 
person^ appointed for the purpose by the Central Government, 

(2) The panel shall consist of atleast two-thirds of non- 
officials of the total membership of the panel of 
experts. 

(3) The quorum for the panel shall be three. 

The appeal shall be disposed ofT within fifteen days 
of its receipt.

S.O, 209,— Whereas the Central Government propose to 
imke certain modifications to the gross residential donsiiics 
indicated in the Land Use Plan for Urban Delhi of the Master

a period of 30 days from the dr te of notice asr c^iuircd by s ib- 
section (3) of Section ILA of the said Act ; 

And whereas, the Central Government after consider- 
ing the objections and suggestions with regard to the said modi- 
fleation mentioned in the Schedule, have decided to modi fly 
the Master Plan for Delhi ; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (2) of Section 11(A) of the said Act, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following jnodification to the 
Master Plan for Delhi with effect from the dale of publication 
of this notiflearion in the Gazette of India namely: — 

Modifications 

1. (i) On page 22, right hand column, paragraph 3 on “6 
Reside iiial Areas'’ shall be substituted by the following para- 
graph 1 — 

'*6 Residential Areas : 

The main objectives of the plan arc to obtain a balanced 
city structure for healthy living and to relate residential areas 
to the centres of employment in government offices, industrial 
and commercial areas so that the journey to work and back 
is kept to the minimum* With this in view, a more rational 
pattern of residential densities is proposed. Densities have 
been lowered in some central areas where they were too high 
so as to provide better living environment. [As the city extends 
towards its outer limits, the densities proposed have been pro- 
vided on a graded scale to effectuate a poly nodal/poly centric 
form envisaged in the Land Use Plan.” 

(H) On page 24, left hand column, paragraph 3 shall be 
substituted by the following paragraph:— 

“Between the Inner Ring Road and the Ring Road, the 
existing densities are about 75 to iOO persons per acre and 
should be so maintain. South of theRing Road upto Badarpur 
Road the same pattern of 75 to 100 persons per acre is recom- 
mended. Near Kalkajl, however, higher densities of 100 to 
150 persons per aero have been proposed since it is nearest 
to the Okhla Industrial Area- It is proposed to keep the 25 
persons per acre density west of Mathura Road in Friend’s 
Colony, whereas for the areas east of Mathura Road, a density 
of 50 persons per acre is proposed. No residential development 
should take place sought of Okhla Sewage Farm since it is 
undesirable to have a residential area there.” 

(iii) On page 24, right hand column in para 2, the lines 
from line 21, shfll be subslit itcd as follows 

“All other areas north of Mall Road and the cast of G.T 
Road arc proposed to be developed at 100 persons per acre 
upto the National Highway Bypass. Tlie northern portion of 
this is subject to water logging and should be developed only 
after adequate drainage arrangements have been carried out.” 


(iv) On page 24, right hand column, paragraph 3 shall bo 
substituted by the following paragraph: — 

“In the north-west, at present almost the entire area is 
rural in character with some good orchards. It is proposed 
to have intensive development for ?reas that are nearest to the 
city as they are not more than 4 miles from the densely populat- 
ed Old Delhi and should help in lelieving some of the con- 
gestion there. The densities proposed arc 150 persons per 
acre near Andha Mughal and from 150 to 100 persons on 
both sides of the Ring Road and upto the outer periphery 
of the proposea urbanisable limits and along the railway 
lines to Rohtak and Ambala, so that the maximum numb*"r 
of people will travel minimum distance to get to work. 
Many of the large existing orchards have been retained 
as District Parks and may be preserved and maintained 
as orehards by public agencies or leased to cooperatives 
and individuals. Also in making detailed land plans care 
shoulu be taken to include as much as possible of the Exits 
orchards for local parks. Since it takes many years to land 
scape a pass with trees, it is essential to make the best use of 
these trees.” 

(v) On page 25, iJlj^ hand column, paragraph 3 shall be

(1) 'Act' means, the Delhi Development Act, 1957 (No. 
61 of 1957); 

(2) ‘Authority’ means the Delhi Development Authority 

constituted under Section 3 of the Act; 

(3) ‘Boarding House’ means a building in whi6h rooms 
are let out on a long term basis as compared to 
Hotels; 

(4) 'Detailed Plan’ means a plan prepared for an area 

within the frumework of the Master plan and the re- 
levant Zonal Development Plan or Plans; 

(5) ‘Equivalent Car Space’ means the space required for 
the parking of mechanically-propelled vehicles 
and bicycles inclusive of ingress and egress to such 
spaces, expressed in terms of car spaces. Each 
‘'uch space is normally 32.52 sqparc metres (350 sq. 
feet) within buildings and 23.23 square metres 
(250 sq, feet) outside buildings; 

(6) 'Guest House’ means a building for housing the

(8) ‘Hotel’ means a building used for the lodging of 15 

pei'sons or more on payment with or without meals; 

(9) ‘Lodging House’ means a house in a residential area 

used for the lodging of less than 15 persons; 

(10) ‘Master Plan’ means the Master Plan for Delhi pre- 
pared and approved under the Act; 

(11) ‘Motel’ means a Hotel located near to main high- 

ways for catering to the convenience of persons 
travelling in mechanically-propelled vehicles; 

( 12) ‘Zonal Development Flan’ means a plan prepared for 

a Development Zone under section 8 of Ihc Act. 

3. Hatels.— (1) Hotels are permitted.. — 

(a) on sites specifically shown for this use in the Master 

Plan; 

(b) within areas shown in (he Master Plan for General 

Business and Commercial use, District Centres and 
Sub-District Centres; and 

fc) within areas shown in the Zonal Development Plana 
for Community Centres.

clusive of areas for circulation, kitchens, storage 
and the like; and parking at an equivalent car 
Space of at lea.st 0.85 per 92.90 sq- metres 
(1,000 square feet) of floor area for the rest 
of the Hotel. (This can be reduced where a 
public form of pooled parking exists to be 
availed of by the Hotel and if the extent of this 
is determined by the Authority). 

(b) within areas earmarked in the Master Plan for 
General Business and Commercial use. District 
Centres and Sub-District Cenlics and for Community 
Centres in the Zonal Development Plans : — 

(i> a maximum floor area ratio, a maximum cover- 
age per floor, minimum set-backs and basement 
regulations us specified for these areas In the 
Master Plan, Zonal Development Plan and the 
Detailed Plan as Ihe case may be; 

(ii) a maximum height as per item III. 2(a)(iv) above; 

(iil) parking provision as per item Tir-2(a)(vi) above. 

4. Boardiili; Houses, Guest Houses and HoidcFs.— (1) 

Boarding Houses, Guest Houses and Hostels are permit- 
ted : — 

fa) within areas .shown in the Master Plan for General 
Business and Commercial use, District Centres and 
Sub-District Centres; 

(b) within areas shown in the Zonal Development Plans 
for Community Centres; 

(c) Within areas shown for Residential use in the Zonal 

Development Plans or Detailed Plans and if allow- 
ed by the Authority afler special appeal and pro- 
vided no such plot is less than 1,005 sq. metres 
(1,200 sq. yards.) in net area. 

In addition. Hostels aie permitted within areas 
shown for Institutional use under the category of 
Public and Semi-public facilities and for Govern- 
metit Offices in the Master Plan and or the Zonal 
Development Plans and in the Rural Zone of the 
Master Plan, provided that in each case the Hos- 
tel is attached to an Institution and its total floor 
area does not exceed 25 per cent of the total floor 

■ area achieved on the institutional plol as per ihe 
Master Plan, Zonal Development Plans and De- 
tailed Plans ns the case may tc. 
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(2) The following zoning regulations shall apply to Board- 
ing Houses, Guest Houses and Hostels not attached to Tn- 
siitiitions : — 

(a) within areas shown in the Master Plan for General 

Business and Commercial use, District Centres and 
Sub-District Centres; and for Community Centres 
in the Zonal Development Plan : — 

(i) a maximum floor area ratio, a maximum cover- 

age per floor, minimum set-backs and basement 
regulations as specified for these areas in the 
Master Plan, Zonal Development Plans and De- 
tailed Plans as the case may be; 

(ii) a maximum height of 36.60 metres (120 feet) 

from road level to the top of the building (ex- 
eluding the lift room and other mecharical 
equipment areas on the lop of the building) un- 
less otherwise specified by the Authority or by 
the Delhi Urban Art Commission or as required 
by Airport regulations; 

(lii) parking at an equivalent car space of at least 
0.83 per 92.90 sq. metres (1,000 sq. feet) of floor 
area. (This can be reduced where a public form 
of pooled parking exists to be availed of by the 
Boarding House, Guest House or Hostel and if 
the extent of this is determined by the Autho- 
rity). 

(b) Within areas shown foi Residential use in the 
Zonal Development Plans or Detailed Plans and 
wherein Group Housing is permitted 

(i) a maximum floor area ratio and a maximum 

coverage per floor as specified for Group Hous- 
ing in the particular residential area in the 
iVlaster Plan, Zonal Development Plans and De- 
tailed Plans as the case may be; 

(ii) unless otherwise specified in the Detailed Plan, 

minimum set-backs of 15.24 metres (50 feet) in 
the front, 4.57 metres (15 feet) at the sides and 
6.10 metres (20 feet) in the rear; 

(iii) unless otherwise specified in the Detailed Plan, 

basements with minimum set-back lines and 
provided they are used only for the parking of 
vehicles and or the servicing and maintenance of 
the building; 

(iv) a maximum height of 24.38 metres (80 feet) from 

road level to the top of the building (excluding 
the lift room and other mechanical equipment 
areas on the top of the building), unless other- 
wise specified by the authority or by t^e Delhi 
Urban Art Commission or as required by Air- 
poit regulations; 

(v) parking provision as per item TV-2a(iii) above, 

(c) Within plots shown for Residential use in the Zonal 

Development Plans or Detailed Plans and not 
qualifying for Group Housing : — 

Regulations shall be as specified for plotted rcsider- 
tial development in the Master Plan, the Zonal 
Development Plans and Detailed Plans as the 
case may be. 

(3) The following zoning regulations shall apply to Hostels 
attached to Institutions : — 

(a) for the total net plot within areas shown for insti- 
tutional use under Public and Semi-Public facili- 
ties and for Government Offices in the Master 
Plan and/or Zonal Development Plans : — 

(i) the minimum set-backs and basement shall be as 
specified for the institutional use under the cate- 
gories of public and semi-public facilities and 
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Government offices in the Muster Plan, Zonal 
I^vclopment Plans and Detailed Plan as the 
case may be. 

(ii) n maximum height of 36.60 metres (120 feet) 
from road level to the top of the building (ex- 
cluding tbe lift room and other mechanical 
equipment areas on the top of the building), 
unless otherwise specified by the Authority or 
by the Delhi Urban Art Commission or as re- 
quired by Airport regulations; 

(iii) parking provision as per item TV-2A(iii) above. 

(b) for the total institutional plot as approved by tbe 
Authority in the Rural Zone of the Master Plan 
after special appeal : — 

(1) minimum set-backs of 15.24 metres (50 feet) in 
tbe front, 4,57 metres (15 feet) at tbe sides and 
6,10 metere (20 feet) in the rear or as specified 
in the Master Plan Zoning Regulations in case 
of agricultural green belt /rural zone whichever 
is more; 

(ii) a maximum height of 7.62 metres (25 feet) from 

road level to the lop of the building; 

(iii) parking at an equivalent car space of at least 0.85 

per 92.90 square metres (1,000 sq. feel) of floor 
area. 

5. Ix>dging Houses. — (1) Lodging Houses are permitted on 
plots within areas shown for Residential use in the Zonal 
Development Plarg or Detailed Plans as the case may be. 

(2) The following zoning regulations shall apply to Lodg- 
ing Houses — 

(i) plots shall not exceed 1,254 square metres (1,500 
sq, yds.) in net area; 

(il) other regulations shall be as specified for plotted 
residential development in the Master Plan, the 

Zonal Development Pinas and Detailed Plans as 
the case may be. 

6, Motels* — (1) Motels arc permitted within the Agricul- 
tural Green Belt and the Rural Zone of the Master Plan 
and if allowed by the Authority after special appeal; provid- 
ed that — 

(i) the Motel is located along roads declared as 

National Highways and the building is set-back by 
at least 400 metres (1,320 feet) from the right-of- 
way of such a highway; 


(ii) the motel is not within 1 K.m. (3,281 feet) from the 
urbanisablc limits of Delhi and (iii) no two motels 
are within 1 k,m. (3,281 feet) from each other. 

(2) The following Zoning Regulations shall apply to 
viotcis : — 

(1) a maximum plot size of 1.21 hectares (3.00 acres); 

(ii) a maximum floor area of 1,858 square metres 

(20,000 sq. feet); 

(iii) minimum set backs of 15.24 metres (50 feet) in the 
front, 4.57 metres (15 feet) at the sides and 6,10 
metres (20 feet) In the real; 

(iv) parking at an equivalent car space of at least 0,85 

per 92.90 square metres (1,000 sq. feet) of floor 
area.
